Another interesting phaBe of the 
new contract which the city Is about 
to make with the Maysvllle Gas Com- 
pany for the lighting of the city ia the 
uniform system of lighting show win- 
dows in the entire city. 

The proposed fifty boulevard lights 
to be erected In the business district 
will be turned on from the plant at 
dark and will be turned off at 11 
o'clock each night except the corner 
lights which will be permitted to burn 
until morning. 

On the same circuit with these be- 
tween corner boulevard lights, the 
company proposes to put all window 
lights in the various stores In the 
business district. These lights will be 
turned on with the boulevard lights 
and will be turned off with them so 
that the business men will not have 
to bother with their lightB. The com- 
pany also proposeB to take care of the 
lights in the windows, keeping them in 
first class condition and clean at all 
times. They propose to make a fiat 
rate to the business men for this 
lighting and service and such an ar- 
rangement would give to our business 
section some uniform system of light- 
ing such as is in vogue in larger cities 
throughout the country. 

This system seems to meet with the 
approval of the majority of business 
men and will probably be a part of the 
new city contract.

Half Million Hollar Fire Burns Ten 
Square Murks and Leaves 1,600 



Mobile, Ala., May 22.— Ten square 
blocks of Mobile's residence section, 
lying near the river front, were swept 
yesterday by fire which caused $760.- 
000 property damage, left 1,500 peqple 
homeless, and destroyed probably 200 
buildings. 

The flames were checked before 
reaching docks and shipping plants 
which lay In the path. A citizens re- 
lief organization, hastily formed, Is 
now caring for those left homeless. 

The fire which started In a trash pile 
back of a retail store, was spread by 
strong winds over a wide territory, 
and fanned out of control for several 
hours -during which the business and 
Industrial districts of the entire city 
were threatened. The area devastated 
was one of the older residence sec- 
tions, and few of the buildings destroy- 
ed were of modern construction. The 
fire was finally stopped at the western 
boundary of the Alabama Dry Dock 
and Ship Building corporation's prop- 
erty.

AOERDEEN TOBACCO 
DEALER HANGS SELF 
IN BARN NEAR NOON 

Andy Cunipbell, Well Known Brown 
County Tobacco Buyer Found In 
Barn on His Farm at Noon 
Toda) Hanging From 
a Rafter. 

Mr. Andrew Campbell, aged 67, sin- 
gle, tobacco buyer and trader, was 
found hanging dead from a rafter In 
barn on his farm a short distance from 
Aberdeen about noon today by one of 
his brothers. Mr. Campbell had Been 
mentally unbalanced for the past two 
weeks but was not thought to be dan- 
gerous to himself or others. 

He was watching his brother and 
several men repair a strip of fence 
this morning and left them to go to the 
barn. Thinking that he was staying at 
tho barn an unusually long time, his 
brother went to the barn and there 
found his body hanging by a small 
rope which had been taken from the 
well bucket near by the barn. 

During last winter Mr. Campbell op- 
erated on the Maysvllle tobacco mar- 
ket every day being in partnership 
with Mr. George Mitchell, of this city, 
In the tobacco business. He was an 
unusually shrewd trader and a splen- 
did judge of tobacco and is said to 
have made a large fortune in tobacco 
last winter. He was a clever gentle- 
man nnd held In high esteem through- 
out the community where he lived but 
once before his mind became affected 
and for some time he was in bad con- 
dition. He was treated and was 
thought to have entirely recovered but 
about two weeks ago he was again no- 
ticed acting strangely and since that 
time his relatives have been watching 
him closely. 

Mr. Campbell had been dead for 
some time when his brother found 
him at noon and the Coroner of Brown 
county was called to hold an Inquest.

S ii Mm II. Anthony kllieildmeill hissed 
Hi House of Representation bjr 
Large Measure. 

Washington, May 22.— National suf- 
frage for women was endorsed by the 
House of Representatives for the sec- 
ond lime Wednesday when the Susan 
It. Anthony amendment resolution was 
adopted by a vote of 304 to 89. Sup- 
porters of the measure Immediately 
arranged to carry their fight to the 
Senate where, although twice defeated 
at the last session, they are confident 
of obtaining the necessary two-thirds 
vote. 

The victory of the suffrage forces 
Wednesday was but 42 votes more 
than the required two-thirds. On the 
previous ballot on the resolution, cast 
January lO, 191H, exactly the necessary 
number of affirmative voles were re- 
corded. 

House leaders of both parties In the 
brief debate preceding today's vote 
urged favorable action, but ymany 
Southern Democrats opposed the mea- 
sure, as did several New England Re- 
publicans. 

The favorable vote was more by 
fourteen than would have been neces- 
sary, had all members of the House 
been present. The political division of 
the vote showed that 200 Republicans, 
102 Democrats, one Independent and 
one Prohlbltionsts voted for adoption, 
while the negative poll showed seven- 
ty Democrats and nineteen Republi- 
cans. Speaker C.illett, who voted 
against the resolution on previous bal- 
lots, did not vote Wednesday.

Columbus, May 22. — Roports of over 
a million and a half additional sub- 
scriptions brought tho Cincinnati Area 
total of tho Methodist Centenary sub- 
scription up to over nine million dol- 
lars Wednosday evening. The goal for 
this territory In fifteen million, and a 
million a day will be required to put 
the Area 'over the top" by the close of 
the Intensive drive Sunday evening.

In the West Ohio Conference Lima 
holds first place in percentage of sub- 
scriptions reported; Springfield, sec- 
ond place and Dayton, third.

According to a telegram sent to Dr.

GERMAN SOCIALISTS 
CRY FOR PEACE AS 
OTHERS PROTEST 

(Ireat Demonstration of Independent 
Nwlalists In Berllii-«cr. 
tunny's Proposal. 

Berlin, May 21— One hundred thou- 
sand Independent Socialists today 
staged a demonstration In the Lust- 
garten in favor of Immediate peace. 

They bore red flags and banners, 
with the Inscription, "We Want Only 
Peace, Bread and Work." 

After they had been addressed by 
several speakers tho crowd marched 
to Wllhelmplatz, where 25,000 Majority 
Socialists were holding a demonstra- 
tion against tho treaty. 

Before the appearance" of the Inde- 
pendents, Chancellor Philip Scholde- 
mann, addressing the crowds, declared 
that "protest is Germany's only re- 
maining weapon." 

Germany's finnl counter proposals 
to the Peace Treaty will, it was learn- 
ed from an authoritative source today, 
be constituted as follows: 

First: Insistence on fulfilment of 
President Wilson's principles. 

Second: Request for a plebiscite 
In the eastern and western provinces. 

Third: Acceptance of the principle 
of full disarmament, but with the re- 
servation that 200.000 troops are ne- 
cessary to maintain internal order. 

Fourth: Complete agreement with 
elimination of the German navy, but 
with insistence that some merchant 
ships be retained to insure the coun- 
try's economic development. 

This information was obtained from 
an official In close touch with the dele- 
gates at Versailles. He made the state- 
ments without qualification. 

The German Government, he said, 
believes the eastern plebiscite would 
be advantageous to Germany, and re- 
gards victory in the Saar basin as 
certain, in the event of a vote. 

From another source it was learned 
that Germany also will urge that the 
indemnities be lumped in one sum in- 
stead of an indefinite amount to be col- 
lected during a long period, so the 
German workmen, financiers nnd gov- 
ernment may know the extent of their 
obligations.
